REASON FOR ALLOWANCE 

6. The following is an examiner's statement of reason for allowance: 

The cited prior art taken alone or in combination fail to teach, in combination with the 
other claimed limitations, a method for creating a wizard comprising: prompting a plurality of 
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input process steps and a plurality of potential selections associated with each of the input 
process steps, the plurality of input process steps being displayed concurrently in the wizard, and 
each of the plurality of input process steps including a corresponding plurality of potential 
selections which are displayed in the same displayed wizard, as recited in the independent claims 
1,20, 36, 44 and 66. 

In the closest prior art the article, "TaskGuides: Instant Wizard in the Web", Tidwell 
dislcoses a method for creating a wizard; prompting input of process steps and a plurality of 
potential selections associated with each of the process steps; storing the input process step's and 
using the stored process steps and associated potential selections to create the wizard. 

Tidwell does not disclose the plurality of input process steps being displayed 
concurrently in the wizard, and each of the plurality of input process steps including a 
corresponding plurality of potential selections that are displayed in the same displayed wizard, as 
recited in the independent claims.
